Does And Bucks Both 
Legal But H unter 
May Kill Only One. 


In connection with the coming 
deer season, a t which time both 
sexes may be hunted in the entire 
state from December I to December 
15, inclusive, th e state board of game 
commissioners stresses the following 
regulations: 
“A hunter m ay kill only one deer, 
either a buck or a doe. 
“A legal deer m ust have either 
two or m ore points to one antler; or 
be w ithout visible antlers or horns, 
and weigh a t least 40 pounds w ith 
entrails removed. 
SU Legal Deer 
“It is unlaw ful for any body of 
men, either 
hunting in unison, or In any m an­ 
ner cooperating with each other, to 
kill or be possessed of, in one season, 
more than six legal deer. 
“It is not legal for hunters to hire 
a hunting cam p or other iiead- 


quarters for the purpose of hunt­ 
ing deer, with the assumption that 
such headquarters would be regard­ 
ed as a public boarding house or ho­ 
tel, and th a t each individual hunter 
residing a t such headquarters would 
be perm itted to kill one deer. 
“A party of men boarding at a 
private camp, cabin, or other head­ 
quarters established for the purpose 
of hunting and not recognized as a 
public boarding house or hotel where 
travelers are accommodated the year 
round, may not lawfully kill more 
th an six deer m one season regard­ 
less of how many hunters are board­ 
ed a t the camp. 
No Special License 
“No special license is needed to ( 
hu n t deer. Both resident and non- i 
resident hunters’ licenses permits the j 
killing of both sexes. The 1931 legis-

government 
down to the last allowable cent was 
called for Friday by President Hoo­ 
ver 
He decreed this move as the "one 
course of sound fiscal policy” 
in 
times "when the income of the peo­ 
ple is reduced and when taxes or 
loans may stifle economic recov­ 
ery.” 
The president’s call for subtrac­ 
tions by every arm of his adm inis­ 
tration was made before a group of 
correspondents 
that 
surrounded 
three sides of his paper- piled desk. 
To Spare No Projects 
Smiling as he began, his mouth 
soon straightened. 
He read swiftly, 
departing often from the typewrit­ 
ten statem ent he held in his hand. 
As he progressed 
the president 
left no dobt th at he intended the 
ax to fall upon projects meritorious 
and unmeritorious, and upon every 
departm ent of the government. 
At 
the same time he renewed his par­ 
ticular attack upon the demands by 
special interests for increased con­ 
gressional appropriations. 
Many had expected he would talk 
of the much-discussed slash in the 
naval budget. 
He gave it but bare 
| mention, and then as only one part 
of the whole effort. 
I 
“I fully 
realize," 
the president 


said, 
"that 
while 
governmental 
economy as a whole is strongly de­ 
sired by the public, yet every va­ 
riety of expenditure has its adher­ 
ents throughout the country, all of 
whom are naturally solicitous that 
their special project be continued 
even in times of national difficulty, 
and they are im patient of reduction 
or deferment 
or delays 
of their 
projects. 
"Public 
opinion 
in 
support of 
drastic economies will need to reach 
into there directions.’’ 
He contended, further, th a t pub­ 
lic opinion must actively discourage 
groups he termed 
“special inter­ 
ests,’’ desirous of money for special 
projects. 
"The essential services 
of th* 
government must and will be m ain­ 
tained. but these are times when 
with the 
large deficit facing 
the 
county 
even 
meritorious 
projects 
can, must and will be deferred.”

RARE BIRD’S 
RUNNING EARS 
Not so long ago it was commonly 
believed th a t all children must have 
the 
so-called 
childhood 
diseases. 
Mothers would deliberately expose 
their well children, “to have it over 
with." 
To some extent there is still cur­ 
rent the erroneous belief that every 
growing child m ust have a certain 
number of disabilities. 
Thus, children suffering from a 
scruffy eczema of the head are 
thought to be casting off bad blood, 
sore eyes are held to be a part of 
the disability of being a baby, and 
running ears the consequence of cut­ 
ting teeth. 
Chronic infection of the ear leads 
to much suffering and deal ness and 
a substantial num ber of deaths. The 
condition, however, can be avoided, 
and, if treated early, can be easily 
remedied. 
The history of practically all cases 
of running ears in children is some­ 
what as follows: 
Because of a bad nose and throat 
condition, bad tonsils, enlarged ade­ 
noids, and the like, the Eustachian 
tube which runs from the inner 
portion of the ear to the back of 
the throat is invaded by germs. 
An acute infection sets in. pus is 
produced. 
At first the discharge 
i due to the infection may run back 
into the throat. 
When, however, the Infection is 
active and the secretions are too 
large to be drained rapidly, the tube 
becomes blocked and the ear drum 
I bulges under the pressure of the ac- 
! cumulated pus and serum. 
Pain then becomes acute. 
T in ear 
; drum may burst, and the secretions 
pour out into Hie outer ear canal, 
The ear should receive medical 
1 attention as soon as the child com­ 
plains 
It should not be left to cure 
! itself. In this m anner an acute in- 
i fection may become chronic. 
Never syringe a discharging ea 
| Wipe the outer ear canal, if you 
must, with clean cotton, but don t 
poke the ear. 
Avoid getting oap 
and water in it.

John Bonner Sample. 
Both have 
recently returned from an expedi­ 
tion to Churchill. Canada, on Hud­ 
son bay, the nesting region of the 
bird. 
H arris's Sparrow, a shy individual 
with a black hood and white under 
parts, was one of the few American 
birds left whose eggs had not been 
found. 
Sets of doubtful identifica­ 
tion. however, have been preserved 
and descriptions generally held er­ 
roneous, also given.

reporting 
his 
discovery 
to 
science service, Mr. Sutton said: 
"The eggs are not cream y-w hite’ 
♦ as a previous description states), 
but

greenish-blue, 
spotted, blotched and scrawled more 
or less all over the brown, lilac, gray 
and rusty.’’ 
It was riot until the nineteenth 
century th at the breeding range of 
tile H arris's sparrow 
was 
known. 
Half the year the bird haunts the 
Missouri river hatpin and migrates 
northw ard to breed with the a p ­ 
proach of spring. 
The naturalist 
aud author. Ernest T h o m so n Beton, 
found the first and one of the few 
nests of this sparrow on record in 
1907 in west Hudson's bay area.

FAMILY VICTIMS OF, SLAYER

Washington — Gossip 
around 
Washington that Isaac Bacharach, 
for 16 years 
a 
member of 
the 
house, might be named to succeed 
the late 
Dwight Morrow of 
New 
Jersey in the senate failed to stir 
capital political observers to any 
great degree 
For 
those who 
know the 
fall 
•'Ike,” with his mop of gray hair 
and at times brusque manner, are 
of the opinion that the job of 
Junior senator from New Jersey at 
the present time holds little appeal 
for him. 
Much more preferable, as far as 
he is concerned, perhaps, us his 
seat in the house, where as the 
representative of the second New 
Jersey district he holds a position 
of prestige. 
He does do that. 
There are 
those who believe that with Nick 
Longworth no wout of the picture 
the title of “most influential repub­ 
lican” in the house has passed to 
him. Certainly he must be placed 
around the top of the Old Guard 
leadership. 


Expert On Taxation 
Third ranking republican on the 
all-powerful ways and means com­ 
mittee, Bacharach in the time that 
he has served in the house has be­ 
come a recognized expert on taxa­ 
tion and revenue problems. 
He is 
noted among republicans and dem­ 
ocrats alike as a compromiser. 
He has probably suggested 
as 
much compromise legislation 
and 
had it passed as any other member 
of the house. 
Those who saw him in action last 
year as one of the house conferees 
to adjust differences with the sen­ 
ate on the Smoot-Hawley tariff bill 
can bear witness to his skill along 
this line. 
Time after time Bacharach would 
bring an end to what appeared to 
be a hopeless situation with one of 
his compromises. Often he would 
sit reading a newspaper while the 
others wrangled, then suddenly put 
the paper aside and suggest that 
this or that was the way out of the 
difficulty. 
He is a close personal friend of 
Jack Garner, the democratic leader. 
And while 
Longworth 
lived 
the 
three were fast friends. 


Would Face Election 
Thus observers believe that Bach­ 
arach would be most reluctant to 
exchange 
his 
advantage 
in 
the 
house for a junior seat in the other 
chamber. 
Then, too. the political situation 
in New Jersey enters into the case. 
Morrow's 
successor, 
whoever 
he 
may be, probably would have to 
stand for election in 1932. 
Gov­ 
ernor Larson's appointment would 
stand up until the next general or 
special election. 
There s considerable douot as to 
what will happen. The state now 
is in the midst of a gubernatorial 
campaign with no one willing to 
predict 
the outcome. It appears 
one of the closests of contests be­ 
tween republicans and democrats 
Bacharach vgpuld 
certainly ex­ 
pect a stiff battle for election in 
1932 if lie were to accept the ap­ 
pointment.
